mr. BENZi On the record at the offices of 
William Benz. It is, according to my watch, 10*24 A.M. on 
Wednesday, March 22nd, 1995. Ms. Bartilson is present and 
Matt Ward is present, both representing Plaintiff. There 
is no appearance by Gerald Armstrong nor any of the other 
defendants. I received a letter by fax from Mr. Armstrong 
dated March 21, 1995. 

If you wish, you can make that part of the 

record. 

MS. BARTILSON: Yes, I would like to do that. 

(Whereupon Plaintiff's Exhibit 67 

was marked for identification.) 

MR. BENZ: And, Ms. Bartilson, do you have any 
statement to make in connection with this case? 

ms. BARTILSON: I should just say when I 
received this letter by fax yesterday afternoon in which 
Mr. Armstrong stated he would be unable to attend this 
deposition due to a spiritual condition that he was unable 
to control resulting in a psychological incapacitation, I 
called him to see if I could ascertain what the problem 
was or reschedule the deposition, so on and so forth. 

The response that I got from Xr. Armstrong was 
that he had not seen a doctor; he didn't intend to see a 
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doctor or a psychiatristi that he felt that hie mind was 
not functioning properly, and because of that he did not 
want to proceed with the deposition. 

I asked him if he would in fact see a doctor, 
see if he could obtain some kind of certificate of 
incapacitation, that there was something wrong with his 
mental condition so he couldn't be deposed. He said no, 
he wasn't going to do that.
